Simply hecaiisc the militia is not a national guard as it was or¬ 
iginally intrtuleil to be—but has siniply become a boily guard of the 
capitajisi elass and their property. 

The militia is not now intended for tlie defense of tliis country 
against tlie foreign enemy. 

The sjHikesiiien of the militia say plainly tliat they arc here for 
the "internal war"—tliat is for tlie purpose of Ixilding down the 
masses. 

Tliey are here to shoot ilowii union men w hen upon strike and 
when the employers are afraid of kising the strike—when liiey import 
strike-breakcr.s. 

The militia is llic power behind "Ikjss" b'arley, the king of strike¬ 
breakers.

This fart iiiakts it impossible for the employing elass to use the 
milil.ia aj.’.-inst the workiiigiiien on strike, unless there is an over- 
wheliiiiiig -entiment among the other workingmen to do so. The em¬ 
ployers cannot do it. 

In the first place the working class far outnumbers ilic employ¬ 
ers. .And in the' second place, even if the militia of other cantons 
should be transported to the scene of tlie strike, the strikers tlicni- 
selvrs are just as well armed, and just as proficient in the use of 
them as any pi'issible assailaflts. And tliat, of course, settles tiK ques- 
tiori. 

The militia of Switzerland is in reality the Swiss people in arms. 
It can only be used where public opinioii is entirely in favor of its be¬ 
ing u.scd. 

So when the railroad strike of 1897 occurreil in Switzerland, all 
thq government could <k> to settle the strike was to buy tlie railroads 
and operate them. Ami tlie government has been successfully operat¬ 
ing them ever since.
